Wisconsin House Passes

Springfield, Iil., April 
By a vote of 18 to 15, the judiciary 
committee of the Illinois house ef rep- 
resentatives today recommended adop- 
tion of the resolution calling upon 
the attorney-general to ifstitute a 
test against the 18th amendment in 
the United States supreme court. 

A joint resolution, it was spon- 
sored in the house by Representative 
Leroy Green, of Rockford, and in the 
senate by Senator Adolpy Marks, cf 
Chieago. No action has been taken 
on the s mate resolution. 

If the house concurs in 
mittee report tomorrew it would be 
sent to the senate for futther con- 
currence and,. if given approval by 
that body, Attorney-General Carl- 
strom will be called upon to act. 

The resolution, setting up that vy 
the 18th amendment gave to  con- 
gress the power to legislate for coa- 
trol of sale and distribution of liquor 
used for beverage purposes, seeks to 
test whether this delegation of power 
to congress includes liquor used as 
medicine or sacramental wine = andl 
liquor used for other non-beverage 
purposes, such as industrial alcohwl.

ILLINOIS HOUSE VOTES 
FOR PROBE OF KILLING. 

Springfield, Ill., April 17.—(Dnit- 
el News.)-—A legislative investigation 
into the slaying of Mrs. Lillian De- 
King by a dry raider in her home 
near Aurora, was ordered today by 
the lower house of the. Illinois gen- 
eral assembly. 

Two hours of heated debate ia 
which “wet” members assailed the 
officers responsible for the killing 
and opponents to the resolution clas- 
sified it as “an effort to spread wet 
propaganda” preceded the vote. 

Kepresentative Thomas O'Grady, 
Chicago wet leader, told of attending 
the funeral of Mrs, De King and that 
the citizens of Aurora were incensed 
over the shooting. He attacked the 
search and seizure act under which 
the raid was made. 

“The St. Valentine Day massacre 
in Chicago was nothing compared to 
this murder,” O'Grady said. “All 
possible prosecutors in Kane county 
are tied together politically.” 

One dry member of the house, Rep- 
resentative Charles Wood, of Keenes, 
a minister, voted for the resolution 
and called upon other dry members 
to do so. Wood called the killing one 
of the worst in the history of the 
state. 

“IT am for enforcement of the search 
and seizure act.” Wood said. “but the 
affidavits should be proper.” 


REPEAL OF WISCONSIN 
DRY LAW IS VOTED. | 

Madison, Wis., April 17.—(#)—The 
lower house of the Wisconsin legis- 
Jature today passed a bill providing 
for repeal of the state prohibition 
enforcement law and sent the meas- 
ure fo the senate, where, leaders «° -, 
a majority of members have indicated 
they favor junking the state dry law. 

The assembly voted 56 to to 
repeal the enforcement law, two 
weeks after Wisconsin voters in a 
state-wide referendum on the subject 
had favored the repeal by a majority 
of more than 150.000. The attitude 
of Governor Walter Kohler has not 
been made known. 

The vote was taken by the assem- 
bly after a heated debate, during 
which Assemblyman Frank Prescott, 
of Milwaukee, threatened to “call the 
roll of seme of the fellows in the 
house who vote vastly different from 
the way they drink.”

ATLANTA AIRCRAFT 
CORPORATION ASKS 
3010.00 CHARTER 


Prudden and Whitehead 
Plan New Developments 
in Field To Result From 
Operations Here. 


——————— 


Filing of a petition for a charter 
fer the Atlanta Aircraft Corporation 
in Fulton superior court Wednesday 
marked the latest development in es- 
tablishment here of a $300,000 air- 
plane manufacturing plant capitalized 
by local business men. 

Plans for the manufacturing plant, 
which is to be the largest industrial 
airplane production project in this 
section, were first made known several 
weeks ago when temporary offices in 
the Continental Gin Company building 
on Foundry street were obtained, by 
George H. Prudden, former chief en- 
sineer of the Stout Metal Airplane 
Company, now the airplane division 
of the Ford Motor Company, and 
Edward Whitehea®, aircraft developer 
of Los Angeles. 

Backed by Ernest Woodruff, At- 
lanta capitalist; W. C. Wardlaw, vice 
president of the Atlanta and Lowry 
National bank, and other Atlantans 
prominent in business and financial 
circles, the Atlanta Aireraft Corpora- 
tion, as the new manufacturing con- 
cern is to be known, will be operated 
under the direction of Mr. Prudden 
and Mr. Whitehead, it was reported 
originally. 

Plans Thought Ready. 

It was understood at the time of 
the first announcement that actual 
establishment of the airplane factory 
was to take place as soon as prelimi- 
nary investigations of the feasibility 
of such an undertaking could be made 
and approved. Filing of the petition 
for ‘charter by Jerome Jones, Jr., 
Granger Hansell and Robert Cren- 
shaw, members of an Atlanta law 
firm, was seen to indicate that plans 
for the factory now are ready to be 
put into effect and final arrangements 
completed for financing and organiz- 
ing the corporation.

in the project was not forthcoming, it 
is reported that the organization in- 
tends first to construct a single 
model plane to be used for test pur- 
poses, indicating that new develop- 
ments and experimentation 
aircraft field will be a feature of the 
Atlanta concern.

In the petition for charter filed 
Wednesday, provision is made for 
the manufacturing, buying. selling. 
assembling, dealing in, repairing and 
storing of airplanes and motor ve- 
hicles and parts, apparatus, acces- 
sories and supplies thereof.” The pe- 
tition also covers arrangements for 
handling stock and other financial 
negotiations. 

No announcement in reference to 
selection of a permanent site for the 
factory has been made, although it 
was learned at the Continental Gin 
plant that the large buildings fermer- 
ly occupied as one of the fotindry arid 
machine .shops that were moved to 
Birmingham some time ago, is avail- 
able for the airplane works. A re- 
port that the organization is negotia- 
ting for a site adjoining Candler field, 
has not yet been substantiated.

Owner Spiller has guessed he will 
have 20,000 folks out today. He had 
filled the ice boxes with bottled drinks 
and the concessions stands are packed 
to the rails with eating material to 
feed a record throng. 

Opening day with all its hokum and 
hullabaloo and hurrah and hubbub is 
at hand; slippings don’t count. Like- 
wise the old slogan of “Beat Birming- 
ham” has been raised. One might 
think the Crackers were playing the 
Barons instead of the Lookouts. The 
Crackers, as a matter of fact, are 
playing the Lookouts but the fans 
themselves are playing Birmingham.

If Antonio Seotti is in America, he 
has been urgently invited to be pres- 
ent at the nineteenth annual week of 


Atlanta Music Festival Association, it 
was learned Wednesday. 

Scotti, the greatest of the baritones 
of yesterday, has been a fixture of At- 
lanta opera seasons since 1910. 
fact, it is said that he was largely re- 
sponsible for the idea of bringing op- 
era to this city almost 20 years ago; 
and since” that time, he has always 
had a leading place on each succes- 
sive bill. 

This year he is not to be found in 
any cast. He has earned his retire- 
ment from the strenuous work which 
the career of a leading Metropolitan 
singer entails. But the Atlanta Mu- 
sic Festival Association has not for- 
gotten; neither have the thousands of 
opera patrons of past years. 

H. M. Atkinson, president of the 
Atlanta Music Festival Association, 
has dispatched the following letter to 
Edward Zeigler, assistant general 
manager of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company, conveying the invitation to 
Mr. Scotti: 

“Antonio Scotti has all along been 
in my mind in connection with our 
opera season. I meant to speak to 
you about him when I was in New 
York. It seems to me a distinct loss 
not to have him here during the com- 
ing season of opera. He has always 
been here. He was one of the origi- 
nators of the idea of having opera in 
Atlanta. 

“This is to inquire if he is in this 
country. If he is, 1 wish you would 
invite him for me to come to Atlanta 
this season as our guest. Will you 
not see if this cannot be arranged. 
don’t want to have the opera season 
without him, for I look upon him as 
a very old and dear friend of Atlanta 
and of my own. *

The 
measure provides that such current 
taxes shall continue to be a lien until 
the next tax sale. 

The other measure introduced in 
both houses pertained to organization, 
operation and supervision of co-opera- 
tive savings and credit associations, to 
be termed “credit unions.”

“Nothing in the above shall be-con- 
strued to prohibit the shipment or 
delivery in Georgia of citrus fruits 
from Florida when properly graded, 
wrapped, and packed in standard con- 
tviners in a manner approved for in- 
terstate commerce. Provided, how- 
ever, such fruits arriving at Georgia 
points may be inspected by duly au- 
thorized ‘agents of the board of ento- 
mology. and if found to earry infes- 
tation of said Mediterranean fruit fly 
shall be subject to immediate confis- 
cation and destruction in accordance 
with orders of Georgia state board of 
entomology. 

May Be Modified. 

“This quarantine can be extended 
to other fruits or vegetables or can 
be modified at any time as the oec- 
casion demands. It will he kept in 
conformity te any federal quarantines 
established against the Mediterranean 
fruit fly.” 

The fly is regarded by entomologists 
as one of the worst fruit and vege- 
table pests in the world today. as it 


eradicate when once established.

We. all realize their driving power, 
and know that it results from a co 
ordination of arms, wrists, shoulders 
and back and leg muscles, plus the 
timing device of eyesight and brain. 
While we view the batter stepping 
forward and hear the actual impact 
of ball and bat, I believe we often 
miss the prettiest part of the execu 
tion, the start of the swing. 

Power Important. 

All slugging batsmen have some 
things in common, particularly the 
timing device and the power produc- 
ing wallop. The important function is 
to get the power behind the swing; 
and this cannot be accomplished un- 
less the start, or more properly, the 
top of the swing, is correctly applied. 

We usually pay little attention to 
the top of the swing because through 
habit we watch the ball in its course 
from the pitcher's hand, and follow 
it to the plate. By that time the buat- 
ter is either through swinging or has 
elected not to swing. 

As a matter of interest, (with bases 
empty), the next time you see Ruth, 
Hornsby, Gehrig, Goslin, Simmons, 
Bottomley, Wilson, or your favorite in 
any league actually ready to swing, 
disregard for the moment the pitcher 
and everything else except the bat in 
your favorite’s hands. 

Watch the player closely. You will 
see his step forward accompanied by 
a lightning movement of the wrists, 
which tips the top of the bat slight- 
ly forward toward the pitcher. This 
is followed by the terrific are or path 
of the flail which produces the driy- 
ing force. It is what the ballplayers 
refer to as “cowtailing.” Without the 
slight forward tilting of the bat the 
“cow tailing’ effect of wrists and 
arms would be impossible.

STATE. SANTARIUM 
ASKS BUILDING FUNDS 


Work on New Structure Will 
Have To Be Suspended If 
Aid Is Refused. 


Halt in construction of a new 
building at the state sanitarium at 
Milledgeville appearing imminent be- 
eause of the state’s financial condi- 
tion, the situation was called to the 
attention of Governor Hardman Wed- 
nesday following a special meeting of 
the board of trustees of the sanita- 
rium. Work on the building will have 
to be suspended unless arrangements 
can be made ‘to meet requisitions for 
building expenses, according to John 
T. Brantley. of Blackshear, president 
of the board. 

Mr. Brantley said that crowded 
conditions at the _sanitarium made it 
essential to obtain immediate ‘action. 

The board held a special meeting 
Wednesday in the office of the gov- 
ernor. at which time it called upon 
the chief executive for assistance in 
arrwing at some-solution of the sit- 


‘uation now facing the sanitarium. 


Besides giving details of the emer- | 


gency, the board told the governor it 


would recommend ty the next legis- 
lature that a new hospital be con- 
structed, and that. Atlanta would be 
suggested as its location. The board 
also said in‘its report “that it ap- 
proved enactment of a law to require 
surgical sterilization of all chronic in- 
sane, vicious criminals and persons 
affected with hereditary incurable 
diseases. 
The legislature will be asked to ap- 
propriate $2,410,000 for support and 


maintenance of the sanitarium. fot 
the next biennial period, Mr. Brantley 


said, and that an additiénal provi- 
sion of $837,000 for special purposes, 
including $500,000 for new buildings 
at the present plant, will be requested 
at the same time. 

The state sanitarium, Mr. Brantley 
said, is now taxed seriously and,it is 
impossible to provide service for all 
thése demanding it. There are now 
501 applicants pending admission, he 
said, for which the institution has nce 
accommodations.

The oil shares reflected the weekly 
drop of .43,000 barrels in average 
daily production to 2,615,060, This 
indicates that a start has been made 
in, the plan to get daily production 
dewn to the 1928 level. ‘At this time 
last year the average daily produc- 
tion was 2,382,000 barrels. 

Rights to subscribe to the offering 
of Steel common announced yester- 
day long after the close of the stock 
market were traded in.on the curb 
market today,.5,000 shares opeping at 
5 3-4. From that level there’ was a

There is no question from the heavy 
selling that occurred in Steel common 
early today that speculative holders 
were disappointed over the terms of 
fthe stock offering. However, in the 
‘best quarters here there is approval 
of the whole refunding plan. 


The $134,000,000 par vatue  out- 
standing 50-year bonds to be paid off 
by the Steel corporation September 1 
at 110 are largely held by Carnegie 
jinterests and are not callable. 

Expect to Pay Off. 


There are $134,000,000 of the out- 
standing 60-year 5 per’ cent bonds 
pwhieb are callable and which the Stee] 
corporation directors expect to pay 
off on November 1. Wall Street be- 
lieves that. action in calling these 
bonds was delayed by the directors be- 
cause the bonds are widely scattered 
and consequently there must be wide 
advertising before November 1. 

Call money again opened at 8 per

‘he new issue was voted by the 
board of directors to carry out. the 
$271,385,000 bond redemption plan re- 
cently anwounced by the corporation 
to wipe out its bonded indebtedness. 

The subscription rights were calcu- 
lated to be worth $5.95 each, or an 
aggregate of $39,779,753 on the basis 
of yesterday's closing price quoted on 
the stock exchange at 154 5-4. 

Announcement of the stock splitup 
was made at the close of+a special 
meeting of the board of diréctors yes- 
terday, an hour after the close of the 
stock exchange. 

Proceeds of the sale of the new 
stock will be employed to retire the 
entire issue of 50-year 5 per cent 
bonds due April 1, 1951. of which 
there was outstanding $154,830,000 at 
the end of last year.

KX TRUNK ROADS 
OBJECT 10 CUT RATE 


Norfolk, Va., April 17.—(4)—Six 
trunk line railroads today filed with 
Federal Judge D. Lawrence Groner a 
petition for an injunction to restrain 
the interstate commerce commission 
from requiring the defendants to put 
into effect reduced refrigeration car 
charges on fruits, vegetables’and oth- 
er perishable freight as ordered ef- 
fective May 1. 

Judge Groner entered an order con- 
vening a statutory court of three fed- 
eral judges to hear the application at 
Richmond on April 23, citing the in- 
terstate commerce commission to ap- 
pear at that time. 

Because of the constitutional ques- 
tion raised by the railroads. who claim 
that the commission's order violatés 
the fifth amendment of the constitu- 


tion of the United States. a statutory 
court is required by law. Circuit Judge 
Parker, of Charlotte. N. C.. and Dis- 
trict Judge Morris A. Soper. of Balti- 
more, will sit with Judg¢ Groner in 
Richmond next Tuesday. 

The railroads complaining of the 
commission’s order are the Atlantic 
Coast Line, Baltimore and Ohio, 
Florida East Coast, Pennsylvania, 
Richmond, Fredericksburg and Po- 
tomac and Seaboard Air Line. James 
I. Wright, general solicitor for the 
Seaboard, appeared before Judze 
Groner at noon today and filed the 
application for the injunction. 

The bill of the railroads set forth 
that the cost of operating, maintain- 
ing and servicing the refrigerator cars 
was not considered in its entirety by 
the interstate commerce commission in 
reducing the rates and that the meth- 
ols and results ordered are in viola- 
tion of the fifth amendment. 

The refrigerator car rates were re- 
duced after an exhaustive investiza- 
tion, in which the state corporation 
commission of Virginia and public 
utility commissions of other states as 
well as shippers of perishable inter- 
vened. The commission ordered a 
rehearing on petition of the railroads 
early this month but directed that the 
carriers should file tariffs in accord- 
ance with its order by April 25, and 
declined to postpone the effective date 
of the reduction. 


BRITISH GENERAL 
ELECTRIC ISSUE 
PLANS ABANDONED 


London, April 17.—(/)—Plans of 
the British General Electric Compa- 
ny to issue’ 1,500, new “British” 
shares have been definitely aban- 
doned, the Associated Press learned 
on the highest authority today. 

The dispute which flared between 
American stockholders of the General 
Electric and the British Company 
resulting in Thomas L. Chadbourne 
and Herbert Bayard Swope coming to 
England to represent the American 
holders, will be settled amicably and 
negotiations toward that end are con- 
tinuing. ; 

The plans involve refinancing of the 
Genatat Electric issue in a way sat- 
imactory both to Sir Hugo Hirst, 
chairman of the board, and. the Amer- 
ican stockholicrs. 

It was understood authoritativelr 
that the London Stock Exchange re- 
fused to handle the new stock as the 
British company originally planned to 
issue it.

Concentration of Cavalry in 
Hills Near Naco Increases 
for Rebel’ Chase. 


Naco, Sonora, April 17.—(?)—As | 


troop movements cross the terrain in 
front of Naco toward Nogales were 
observed today it became apparent 
that 1,000 or more soldiers who rode 
out of Acua Prieta into the Naco hills 
were being shifted out of Agua Prieta 
Naco aréa to Nogales or the west 
coast. 

One troop train already has left 
Cananea, Sonora, pulled down the 
track to Minaoro, Sonora, the nearest 
joint to General Ramon Yucupicio’s 
‘Lamofita camp, and returned via Del 
Rio, Sonora, to disappear on the No- 
gales line.

For Cash Basis for Schools 


Gas Tax Revision De- 
manded as Educational 
Committee Holds Ses- 
sion in Savannah. 


Savannah, April 17.—(Special.)— 
“One-half a century of trying to run 
our schools on a credit basis ix long 
enough,” Mel .L. Duggan, state su- 
perintendent of schools, declared here 
today before the educational commis- 
sions, recently appointed by Governor 
Hardman, which is assembied in its 
initial session to determine means of 
remedying existm@g conditions. 

“The greatest need of our public 
school system in Georgia is operating 
capital enough to enable us to do 
business on a cash basis,” Mr. Duggan 
ndded, 

The constitution provides that all 
poll taxes go to public schools, he 
declared, and said that this has not 
been done. “I am going to demand 
payment of receipts from this source 
to go as the constitution provides,” he 
added, estimating that the amount 
was approximately $400,000 annually. 

Committees were appointed by Mr. 
Duggan daring the day, who will 
study various branches of the situa- 
tion, with a report at the next session 
of the committee at Atlanta on May 
15 in view. 

The three committees include: 

Higher education, Charles M. 
Snelling, Athens, chairmun; Dr. M. 
l.. Brittaia, Atlanta; J. M. Thrash, 
Douglas: Howell Cone, Statesboro, 
and J. H. Sibley, Union Point. 

Public schools, M. L. Duggan, chair- 
man: B. B. Zellers, Hartwell: Scott 
Davis, Cave Springs: Jere Wells, At- 
lanta; Miss Katharine Dozier, New 
Holland. 

Finances, George W. Lankford, 
Lyons, chairman; Kyle Alfriend, Ma- 
con: Ralph Newton, Waycross; John 
W. Weekes, Decatur, and Fermor Bar- 
rett, Toccoa. 

Continuing his attack on the pres- 
ent system, Mr. Duggan said: “Small 
salaries are unsatisfactory; delayed 
payments of small salaries are dis- 
couraging ; but uncertainty as to when 
payment on such salaries can be ex- 
pected is demorklizing to the entire 
public school system. 

“If all teachers to the remotest lit- 
th rural school could go to. their 
work with full assurance and confi- 
dence that their salaries would be 
paid by the state promptly at the er 
of each month they would be inspired 
to such courage that the efficiency of 
their work would be greatly increase.l. 
Disecouraging. situations never make 
for increased efficiency. I repeat it 
-—~—the greatest need of our public 
school system is operating capital.” 

He declared that’ the constitution 
provides that all poll taxes go to the 
public schools and that it has not 
heen done. He said he would demand 
payment of receipts from this source 
to go as the constitution directs, It 
amounts. to 00,000 annually, he 
added, 


..,.Makes New Thrust. 

Dr, Duggan made a thrust at those 
who, he said, “insist that this (gas- 
oline tax) fund should be taken away 
from: the schoola and given to the 
roads.’ 

“Their sole argument,” he declared, 
“is that the fax on gas used for trans- 
portation over the public highways 
shoukl .be used to build and improve 
the highways. If the argument is a 
good one, it is limited to the propor- 
tion sb used. 

“Seven-eights of the tax on gas 
now .goesa to the highways and one- 
eighth to the equalization fund. It 
is conservatively estimated that much 
less than seven-eights of the gas sold 
is used on the highways. The re- 
sults of official investigations made 
in some of the states indicated that 
nbout three-fourths of the total amount 
js used on public roads, and it would 
net be unreasonable to ask for an 
nilocation vf one-fourth of tax on gas 
sales. for the educational equalization 
fund, . Public schools are as important 
ns public roads. The Georgia general 
asselably will never abolish the effort 
to equalize educatioffal opportunity 
nor lessen its support. The fund for 
this purpose deserves to be greatly 
increased. The North Carolina legi-- 
lature last month increased’ that 
state's equalization fund from $300,- 
000 to $6,500,000.

Russia Demands 
50 Per Cent Cut 


In Armaments 


BY HENRY WOOD, 
United News Staff Correspondent., 
Geneva, April 17.—The League of 
Nations preparatory disarmament 
commission today expressed its disap- 
proval of the Russian proposal for a 
flat 50 per cent reduction of world 
armaments but agreed to vote form- 

ally on the project tomorrow. 
It was considered certain that the 


plan would be rejected but, as a result 
of the soviet delegation’s successful 
tactics, all delegates to the commis- 
sion will go on record relative to it. 
M. M. Litvinoff, head of the soviet 
delegation, demanded a roll call on 
the three fundamental principles of 
the plan, agreeing to withdraw the en- 
tire proposal if rejected. 
Prineiples of Plan. 

The three principles will be: (1) 
Substantial reduction of armaments; 
(2) reduction on proportional basis; 
and (8) reduction on a fixed co-effi- 
cient, as provided in the soviet proj- 
ect. 
After voting on the soviet project, 
the commission will take up the Turk- 
ish proposal for the abolition of com- 
pulsory military service. The Turk- 
ish proposal also was considered 
doomed to certain defeat. 

Running virtually true to forecasts 
that the commission would make no 
progress at the present meeting, the 
third day of sessions was devoted to 
discussion of the project presented by 
Litvinoff, acting soviet foreign min- 
ister. After a long speech by General 
Alexander Longovoy, of Russia, Pres- 
ident LL. Loudon ruled that unani- 
mity on the proposak was impossible 
because it was opposed by delegates 
from Japan, Germany, Chile and 
France, 

“The soviet plan,” said General 
Longovoy, “is inspired by three prin- 
ciples. First, reduction and not limi- 
tation of armaments; second, greater 
reduction by the great powers capable 
of beoming more _ militaristic than 
the small powers; third, abolition first 
of offensive armaments, leaving only 
purely defensive arms, 

Reduction of Reserves. 

“Our project insists on the most 
radical reduction of trained reserves, 
abolition of all offensive armaments 
and radical reduction of armament 
budgets. 
ment we provide for abolition of all 
ships for aggressive warfare, such as 
airplane carriers, and the gradual 
limitation of all capital ships. 

“Relative 
provide for abolition of all offensive 
weapons such as bombarding planes 
and dirigibles and disarmament of all 
lighter-than-air craft. The project 


ducing gas for war use. Finally, we 
oe for international control to 
establish that all abide by the con- 
vention.” 

Litvinoff then spoke briefly, insist- 
ing that the commission decide upon 
the three fundamental principles of 
the project first.

Rene Massigli, of France, who suc- 
ceeded Paul ‘Bontour on the commis- 
sion, asserted that the soviet project 
was inacceptable because it provides 
four separate conventions covering ef- 
fectives, material, tonnage and air 
forees. No nation, he said, would ever 
sign a general convention without first 
knowing the terms for special ones.
